Drew County was created in 1846 from Bradley 
County, However, the county was not formally 
organized until 1847, The next year (1848) saw a 
major portion of Drew County cut off in the 
creation of Ashley County. The first courts were 
held at Rough and Ready, but Monticello (the 
present county seat) became the seat of justice 


for the county in 1850.
